The internationai career of Mma, Des- 
pina Davidovitch Storch ended ‘today 
at Ellis island, where she died while 
awaiting deportation to France with 
Baron de Beville, Mme. Blizabeth Nix, 
and Count Robert de Clairmont, who 
are suspected of having been involved. 
in German spy plots. 

It was rumored Mme. Storch had 
committéd suicide, but Assistant Im- 


nied this. 

“Mme, Storch contracted a bad cold 
shortly after her arrival at Ellis island 
March 18,” Mr. Uh! said. “She was 
immediately removed to the hospial, 
where pneumonia developed. Every 
effort was made to save her life, but 
without result. 

Born in ieieitltaiate, 

Mme, Storch was born in Constanti- 
nople twenty-three years ago of Turk- 
ish parents. While a very young wom- 
an she went to Paris and Was frequent- 
ly seen with prominent French offi- 
cials and representatives of foreign 
governments. About six years ago 
Mme. Storch wént to London and was 
married there to an English officer, 
James Heskith, from whom she soon 
| separated. 

When the war broke out Mme. Storch 
was in Paris, where she met Baron de 
Beville. They were arrested in Spain 
in 1915, being suspected of consulting 
with German agents in that country. 
Released, they came to this city in 
April, 1916. | 

Got Money from Bernstorff. 

In this country Mme. Storch posed 
as the Baroness de Beville, but was 
better known as Mme. Nozie. She lived 
at the best hotels in luxurious style. 
Federal agents said her expenses ex- 
ceeded $1,000 a month. 

Although not officially announced, 
it is declared that papers found in the 
safe deposit box of Mme. Storch 
brought about the issue of presidential 
warrants for the deportation of the 
four to France, where the women at 
least were to be placed on trial.

TELLS HOW FOCH 
WAS SELECTED! 


Warns Britons Price of 
. Final Victory Is New 
Sacrifices. 


LONDON, March 30.—Premier Lieyd 
George announced today the appoint- 
ment of Gen. Foch as commander of 
the allied armies on the western front. 

“For the first few days after the 
German army had launched upon our 
lines an attack unparalleled in its con- 
centration of troops and guns, the sit- 
vation was extremely critical,” the pre- 
miér said. “ Thanks to the indomitable 
bravery of our troops, who gradually 
stemmed the enemy advance until re- 
inforcements could arrive and our 
faithful ally could enter into the bat- 
tle, the situation is now improved. The 
struggle, however, is only in its open- 
ing stages and no prediction of its 
future course can yet be made. 

“From the first day the war cab- 
inet has beeh in constant session and 
in communication with headquarters 
and with the French and American 
governments. A number of measures 
have been taken in concert between 
the governments to dea! with the emer- 
gency. 

Decide on Foch’s Appointment. 

“The enemy has had the incalcula- 
ble advantage of fighting as one army. 
To meet this, the allies have, since 
the battle began, taken a most impor- 
tant decision. With the cordial co- 
Operation of the British and French 
commanders in chief, Gen. Foch has 
been charged by the British, French, 
and American governments to co- 
ordinate the action of the allied armies 
on the western front. 

“In addition to the action taken to 
meet the immediate needs of the mo- 
ment, it will be necessary to bring into 
operation certain measures which have 
long been in contemplation should a 
situation such as the present arrive. 

“It is clear that, whatever may hap- 
pen in this battle, the country must 
be prepared for further sacrifices to 
insure final victory. I am certain 
that the nation will shrink from no 
sacrifice which is required to secure 
this result, and the necessary plans} 
are being carefully prepared by the 
government and will be announced 
when parliament meets.” ‘

Since the new contracts will not inter- 
fere with the government program 
either in timbers or machinery, off- 
cials of the board were frankly enthu- 
siastic over the idea. 

“We want to encourage American 
ship owners to put their money into 
building more ships,” Mr. Hurley de- 
clared. “If all owners would follow 
the idea the American flag would soon 
get back on the seas.” 


Surpass Goal in Launchings. 

The government building program 
for March surpassed the goal set in 
jaunchings by 12,000 tons, the shipping 
beard announced today, but fell short 
ia deliveries because of shortage of 
steel plates.

After having reviewed the war situ- 
ation, in France and steps taken to 
speed up the transportation of men 
and war supplies, Brig. Gen. Wheeler, 
acting chief of ordnance, was quizzed 
for more than an hour by members 
of the committee regarding the prog- 
ress of work in the ordnance depart- 
ment. 

Particular attention was given to the 
possible need for a large expansion of 
ordnance facilities over those now in 
contemulation. Gen. Wheeler furnished 
all information in his possession on 
this point, which is understod to be 
of a reassuring nature. 


Stills Counter Drive Optimism. 

A leading member of the committee, 
after the conference, expressed the 
feeling that newspapers generally are 
too optimistic as to what is to be hoped 
for from the prospective big French 
or allied counter offensive. In the 
frank talk with members of the com- 
mittee it was evident the war council 
chiefs brought the senators to believe 
that while there is every reason for 
confidence in ultimate victory, there 
should be no disposition to minimize 
the danger that the Germans may still 
be able to make considerable headway 
in their drive. 

The allies’ reserve forces are not as 
large as American military chiefs 
would like them.

Already the Bahamas have sent sev- 
eral hundred volunteers. for service

Florida because of this ruling. Until 
now the illiteracy test has debarred 
the greater proportion of the natives 
from migrating to Florida.

Brewery Closed; Owners 


Face Suits; 14 Boot- 
leggers Convicted. 


Fourteen men convicted of bootleg- 
ging in Rockford were brought to Chi- 
cago yesterday by military police. 
Thirteen of these were dglivered to the 
house of correction,.to serve ten 
months each, and one went to the 
county jail, sentence to be passed later. 
But that was ohly a little of the re- 
sults Judge Landis got there during 
the week. . 

The trial, in effect, was to place the 
liquor industry in Rockford before the 
bar of justice. It was found guilty in 
toto. Rockford, technically dry, was 
found sopping wet; reeking in liquor. 
Today Rockford is dry as it has never 
been dry before. 

As one result of the trial the Rock- 
ford Brewing company was ordered 
closed under injunction process as a 
nuisance.* Suit for $250,000 also has 
been brought against the brewery. 

The suit is based upon 1,250 viola- 
tions of the law listed on the delivery 
books of the drivers for the brewing 
company as the outcome of bringing 
both the books and the drivers into 
federal court. The injunction closing 
the brewery was issued by Judge R. K. 
Welsh, of the Circuit court, at the end 
of the hearing before Judge Landis. 


Mayor Thanks Landis. 
At the close of the trial Mayor Rew 


‘rose in court and publicly thanked 


Judge Landis, saying, “I'm glad some 
one has come to this city able enough 
and powerful enough to clean up this 
situation.” 

It was learned at the trial that the 
Germania club, in “dry” Rockford, 
had maintained 255 lockers and the 
Owls 150 lockers.

“(he nose, perhaps, is the most @ecisive in- 
teger of thé whole effect. Put Mary Pick- 
ford’s nose on a portrait of Maxine Eiiott 
and the hybrid may look like a chamber- 
maid; anyway, no part of fit will suggest 
either model. The nose, being out of artistic 
plumb with the surroundings, wi destrey 
the beautiful symmetry of the combination, 
‘ even though it be a beautiful nose.

N days. like these it is almost im- 


possible to write gayly of foods. 


and to think of and describe fancy 

dishes. And it would be tore im- 
possible to write of coloring or dress- 
ing up eggs for Easter games or orna- 
ment, because in these uses the egg is 
quite generally wasted. Blown eggs 
may be used, but unless the shell is 
refilled they are too fragile for Easter 
Monday egg hunts, etc.

or bacon, and we may fill an omelet 
with no end of foods, from raspberries 
for a guest breakfast in summer to 
the Creole mixture of onion, green 
sweet pepper, and tomato, making the 
so-called Spanish omelet. Beating the 
egg, both the yolk and the white, no 
matter how it is to be cooked, makes 
it more digestible. In cooking the ome- 
let correctly we keep on breaking or 
cutting the egg as it cooks. 


By, careful manipulation of the egg 
it is possible to cook a two egg omelet 
in an ordinary frying pan.

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HEN the good interior decora- 
tor advises the client to “ hold 
to simplic:ty as an ideal,” let 
the wise client bear in mind 

simplicity is by no means to be con- 

gtrued as a synonym of cheapness. On 
the contrary, it will be found almost 
unfailingly that the strongest advo- 


* Gates of simplicity as a keynote have 


the wealthiest patrons and achieve 
the richest results. 

They have an abhorrence of the 
words “ cozy,.cute, pretty, fancy,” and 
Substitute instead “ substantial,” “ well 
designed,” “ well executed,” and “ nice 
ly correlated.” They have a sense of 
beauty finely developed through a con- 
ecious recognition of correct period 
gtyles. They understand merits of line 


' and proportion, color and workman- 


ship, and find ecstatic joy in some well 
reproduced oak chest inspired by 
Gothic precedent, that, to the unitia- 
ted, might look vastly like an old ice 
box. =r 

Lately a revival of interest in an- 
tique Italian furniture has marked 
@n epoch in interior decoration. Boeks 
have been written about it and lectures 
given, and designers have bent their 
every effort toward carrying out spe 
ela) pieces, as well as collective 
schemes “ifn the old Italian.” 

Characteristic of this sort of deco- 
ration are the soft polychrome effects. 
The wood is painted over in low tones 
and then rubbed—swabbed off-—so that 
the real wood, in all instances, shows 
through the paint at the edges and 
such ornamental points as are in re 
ef. . Proportions are generous. This 
f@ almost the sole point of difference 
between, for example, some French 
and Italian period chairs. In the lat 
ter the seats are invariably broader 
and deeper. 

Expensive simple things tn lighting 
fiztures, too, have come to stay. The 
Standard lamps in the illustration are 
@xamples of this. They are of wrought: 
fron with opaque glass sides. The rest 
of the hardware in the room is corre- 
epondingly of iron. 

The room in my sketch, without be 
ing pure Italian, smacks of the Italian 
flavor—particularly noticeable are the 
window curtains. At each window are 
two odd curtains, but the effect of this 
cy ened is charming. 

The striped curtain is of Roman silk 


' hem. 


The other curtain on the separate 
rod and rings is of the same width, 
out it is of solid material—a satin 
damask in old gold. This may at night 
be drawn completely over the thin our 
tain, shutting the room to external 
view as effectually as the thickest 
roller shade could do. The damask 
curtains are, of course, always drawn 
to one side of the window when draped 
back, and the striped ones to the other. 

The variety is really charming. The 
chair and Bench are upholstered in 
hand woven brocade in bouquet colors 
on an tvory ground and the frames 
and the wooden mantel frame are treat- 
ed with gray paint. just veiling the 
natural color of the brown mahogany 
of which they are made. 

Simplicity is again brought to the 
fore in the mantel arrangement. The 
decoration consists of but one piece 
and that is a basket in old blue, yellow, 
and green Italian ware. The carpet 
is plain brofize taupe chenille. The 
extra pillow on the bench is of prune 
colored velvet, and the round puff, 
thrown over the arm of the chair, is 
of fame colored silk. 

In a country home that has been SP 
redecorated, a feature of the decora 
tion is that “the treatment next the 
giass” of the windows is alike through- 
out, while the inside draperies vary. 
From the exterior the unified effect 
is excellent, while the interior scope 
is not interfered with. The first care 
was to have glazed, ivory tinted, closely 
figured chintz roller curtains (didn’t 
that take a mouthful of adjectives?). 
The windows are further trimmed with 
transparent sash curtains of ivory 
gauze on rings and rods, . 

The inside draperies, as has been 
said, are different in all of the roorns. 
In the drawing room they are of tender 
rose colored rep. 

The walnut dining chairs have up- 
holstered spring seats of rosé and sand 
brocade. The backs are hand caned 
and the upholstery fabric is fastened 
with a studding of dull nails over a 
tiny silk fringe. The carpet is a large 
oriéntal one with small multifieur pat 
tern. The walls are paneled and paint- 
ed light gray, the chandelier and side- 
light candle fixtures are silver, as are 
the separate candlesticks on the side 
table. There are, in addition to these 
five branch candles, five lily shaped 
glass vases filled with flowers,

ITH Chicago—and the nation 
as well—taking the question 
of prohibition seriously to 
heart, the Woman’s Christian 
“Temperance union would theoretically 
have its hands full attending to the 
matter of prohibition.

When In the Mud. 


Says Milestones: It is a natura) im- 
pulse when the car stalls in soft going 
to jam down the accelerator to get all 
possible power from the motor. But if 
the car has stalled because the rear 
wheels cannot take hold in soft mud 
and are slipping around, this is not the 
best way out. The whirling wheels 
simply dig down deeper. 
after shifting into low, to let the motor 
run at comparatively low speed and, 
edge the clutch in gently. This will 
give the rear wheelg a better chance to 
take hold. Often one can get out bet- 
ter under these conditions if there is a 
load.in the rear seat. 

If the wheels continue to slip at slow 
speed, it becomes necessary to tie ropes 
about the rear wheels or to throw 
straw or brush under them. With a 
light car one can often help it forward 
by placing one end of a stout plank 
or pole under the rear axle and with 
the leverage thus gained lift it forward 
while another applies the power slowly.
